NEW YORK.—“Our next war for 
peace,” is the title of an article by 
Martin Sommers in the current 
issue of The New Outlook,” edited 
| by Alfred E. Smith, a leader of the 
Democratic Party, telling of -the 
secret and rapid preparations by 
Wall Street for a new war in the 
Pacific. 

‘IT “am authoritatively in- 
formed,” says Sommers who. was 
a correspondent in the Far East 
for a number of years, “that when
